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TO THE HEADS OF ALL DEPARTMENTS AND AGENCIES: 


This is to call to your attention an action of | 
the Joint Committee on Printing regarding the size of 
government stationery. The JCP has unanimously adopted 
a new standard paper size -- 8-1/2 x 11 inches -- 
effective January 1, 1980. 


This new size, which conforms to that of the 
private sector, applies to stationery and related 
correspondence type materials such as letterheads, 
copy sets, second sheets, carbon paper, and electro- 
statically copied reports. It does not apply to any 
printed products. 


The effective date was set at January 1, 1980 
to enable all departments and agencies to dispose of 
their current stocks of 8 x 10-1/2 inch stationery. 


The General Services Administration will amend 
existing regular regulations or issue new ones for 
implementing the new federal paper size standard.
